William Street Fund. Like Mr. 
Haire, he is playing an active role 
in the Investment Company Insti- 
tute. A former governor and execu- 
tive committee member, Anchor’s 
new president now is chairman of 
its Insurance Relations Committee 
and a member of the Public Informa- 
tion and Institutional Advertising 
Committees. He also is on the Invest- 
ment Companies Committee of the 


National Association of Securities 
Dealers. 

Anchor’s new co-captains have 
purchased all Class A shares owned 
by Mr. Long and Mr. Chalker, which 


‘together constitute 45% of the 


sponsor organization’s voting power. 
At the end of fiscal ’63, the company 
had outstanding 4,800,000 shares of 
Class A; 894,600 shares of voting 
Class B stock, and 287,900 shares of 


a non-voting Class C stock. 

Although they have stepped down 
from their top posts, both Mr. Long 
and Mr. Chalker will remain active 
in the organization. Mr. Long has 
been elected chairman of the Anchor- 
sponsored funds and Mr. Chalker has 
moved into the position of vice chair- 
man.
